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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

2. The oath or declaration is defective because: 

The specification to which the oath or declaration is directed has not been 
adequately identified. See MPEP § 602. The declaration does not indicate that 
the declaration applies to the "attached" application or serial number and date 
filed. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 10 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claim 1 recites the limitation "communication equipment" in line 9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. . Claim 7 recites the limitation "apparatuses" in line 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (Applicant) in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication 
2002/0171869 to Dibiashi et al. 

Applicant teaches all the elements of independent claim 1, including, a wireless 
apparatus comprising: wireless communications means (specification, page 1, lines 16 
to 17, communication function) for carrying out data communication via a wireless 
communication network (specification, page 2, description of WLAN) with an imaging 
apparatus (camera) having communication means for sending image data obtained by 
capturing means (Id.) to the wireless communication network (specification, page 1 , 
lines 16 to 22) and a printing system for carrying out printing processing on the image 
data (specification page 1, line 23 to page 2, line 5). However, Applicant does not 
teach, temporary storage means for temporarily storing the image data sent from the 
imaging apparatus, and wherein the wireless communication equipment is connected 
via a wjred communication line to a printing system for carrying out printing processing 
on the image data. 
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But, Dibiashi teaches a system for printing data transferred using a file transfer 
system to a library database (temporary storage means), which is then transferred 
(wired means) to a printing facility. See, Figure 1 and paragraphs 11 and 16. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made, to modify the admitted prior art with the teaching of Dibiashi 
because the system would increase storage capacity and bandwidth. See, Dibiashi, 
paragraph 2. 

The rejection of claim 1 is hereby incorporated. Applicant in view of Dibiashi 
teach all the elements of claims 7 and 2, including a printing system comprising: an 
image server (specification, page 1, line 23) connected to at least one wireless 
communication apparatus of claim 1 (see above) via the wired communication line (see 
Dibiashi, Figure 1, the image server is part of the printing facility, which is connected by 
a wired line), for storing the image data sent from the wireless communication 
apparatus or apparatuses (see above); and a mini-laboratory for generating printed 
matter based on the image data stored in the image server (specification, page 2, line 

3) . 

Applicant in view of Dibiashi teaches all the elements of claims 3-6, 8-9. These 
claims include well known prior art elements and the Examiner is taking Official Notice 
of such, including DPE stores (used in Japan), ADSL lines (specification, page 3, line 

4) , the communication means of the imaging is installed in a communication chip (SIM 
cards) and sending order information with content information to the printing system 
(specification, page 1, line 24 to page 2, line 5).
